This is 
due to Gerard Van Herk's 
voice which, though 
well-suited to the 
songs, is a rather mono- 
tonous drone and quickly 
becomes irritating. But, 
played one or two songs 
at a time, the album is 
original and amusing. 
Van Herk has a knack for 
witty, to-the-point 
lyrics, and many of the 
tunes are catchy. Parti- 
cularly noteworthy are 
"Things With You," "How 
Can I Miss You" and 
"Voodoo Barbecue". The 
album is worth its $7.95 
price, if only for these 
songs. But there are 
many others also worth 
checking out.

Le Steppe (5175 Park) 
has a PERE cover charge, 
but beer is only $1.75 
with a no tipping policy. 
Bands are featured every 
night of the week and DJ 
Mike Biscott is one of 
the best in the city. 

Thanks largely to these 
and a handful 
of local promoters, Mont- 
real bands that were pre- 
viously unknown are 
springing out of the 
woodwork.

heavy, pedantic and often 
awkward; e.g. "You still 
insist on revelling in 
those dreams / in the 
smug photograph of the 
bastard dreamboat fan- 
tasy".

"Basement video" re- 
fers to original pro- 
ductions shot with 3" ¢ 
home video equipment. 
Individually, they can 
be as good or bad as 
anything on commercial 
TV, but for gaining wide 
public exposure via 
broadcast or, direct 
tribution, even the 
"basement video" is al- 
most certainly doomed by 
the inferior image qual- 
ity of 3" home recording 
equipment. 

Despite this gloomy | 
prospect, would-be video. 
producers on the local 
music scene are charging 
into ambitious and even 
commercially oriented 
projects, lured by the 
ready availability of 3" 
equipment and the low 
cost of blank tape. 

On the positive side 
of 4", video projects 
that aren't under pres- 
sure from tight budgets 
and schedules can be 
looser, more experimen- 
tal and even more fun to 
make and watch than many 
slick big-budget produc- 
tions.

KATRINA AND THE WAVES 


Katrina and the Waves 
got off to a hot start 
at a free show at Club 
Soda recently, impress- 
ing Montrealers with 
their energetic rock 'n!' 
reil. 

Propelled by a power- 
ful rhythm section, 
Katrina belted out ori- 
ginal R&B numbers with 
conviction and style. 
Ex-Soft Boys guitarist 
Kimberley Rew twitched 
and grimaced, manically 
wrenching bursts of

Stand consists of lo- 
cation footage shot in 
and around Montreal and 
some live concert action. 
The soundtrack was taken 
from the Dub Rifles' EP 
version of "Stand". Pro- 
ducer/director Harry 
Wakefield chose to work 
in black and white with 
color image bursts. He 
managed to get profes- 
sional facilities for 
final editing, which 
meant electronic special 
effects (dissolves, 
freeze-frames, etc.) 
that aren't normally 
available to the ultra- 


low budget producer. 

This "Blue Piano"'s 
Ground's Gone was also 
soundtracked from their 
EP. This. video perhaps 
qualifies on the most 
basic level as a "base- 
ment video": it was 
taped on 34" VHS, all 
shooting was done in- 
doors in two locations, 
and editing was limited 
to straight cuts. Blue 
Piano manager Valerie 
Erdile and a friend 
handled lighting, ca- 
mera and editing. Ac- 
cording to Valerie, 
"It's mostly for pro- 
motional purposes, but 
(as it's listed along 
with the EP in the 
Waste Island catalog) if 
someone really wanted to 
order a copy..."
